Before coming to Northeastern A & M, where he has been for the past twenty-one years, 
Mr. Chaney was Principal at the Hiattville, Kansas Grade School, industrial education teacher 
and coach at the Cherokee, Kansas High‘School, and industrial education teacher at Riverton, 
Kansas High School. 

In 1965 Mr. Chaney was selected as “The Teacher of the Year in Industrial Education” 
for the northeastern section of Oklahoma. 

His outstanding achievements have primarily been in the region of his leadership in the 
Miami Lions Club. During these productive years at the Northeastern A & M College, Mr.
